The Most Rev. J. O. Patterson, 
International Presiding Bishop of 
the Church of God in Christ, was 
given VIP treatment by city 
officials in Chicago, where he 
was guest speaker at a banquet 
in honor of the Rt. Rev. Louis 
Henry Ford, Presiding Bishop of 
Central Illinois, and in Gary, 
Indiana, Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
and Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
where he installed and 
consecrated Jurisdictional 
Bishops. 


Cadillac limousines, escorted by 
special police, took the Presiding 
Bishop and several members of 
the General Board to their hotel 
and from there to the site of the 
banquet, where Chicago’s Mayor 
Richard Daley was on hand to 
officially welcome Bishop 
Patterson to the “Windy City.” 


Although Mayor Daley has the 
distinction of being one of 
America’s busiest mayors, he 
remained throughout the 
ceremonies on Monday, January 
29th, 


Bishop Patterson was given the 
same preferential treatment in 
Gary, Indiana, where he installed 
and consecrated Bishop William 
O. Blakely as Bishop of 
Northern Indiana, Tuesday 
night, January 30th, and in 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, where 
he consecrated and installed 
Bishop S. H. Overton as Bishop 
of Minnesota, Wednesday night, 
January 31st. 


The Bishop was given VERY 


SPECIAL considerations in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
where he _ consecrated and 
installed Bishop O. T. Jones, Jr., 
as Bishop of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, Friday, 
February 2nd. ,

(D-Pa.) had two Cadillac 
limousines meet the Presiding 
Bishop and _ several General 
Board members, near the 
runway of the Philadelphia 
International Airport, where

“Victory through Faith” I John 
§:1-12. 


Whosoever believeth that Jesus is 
the Christ is born of God; and 
everyone that loveth him that 
begat, loveth him also that is 
begotten of him. One way to 
know that one is born of God is 
to believe that Jesus is the 
Christ. 


There are many people whose 
lives have been effected, because 
of the name of Jesus Christ: 
effected by aptitude, by 
attitude, by  position-Their 
aptitude is; they think they 
know it all, yet they fail to 
realize that without Christ they 
are nothing. Many people have 
thought upon the idea of 
acceptance Jesus Christ as 
optional, Some attitude toward 
Christ is hoaxly obnoxious. 
There are certain people who are 
yet ‘waiting’ for the Messiah to 
come. Position then, effect those 
who feel that status quo and 
high eschelon is of more 
importance than the necessity of 
christian fellowship. 


Now whosoever love the 
begotten he will love the one 
who begat; therefore if one love 
Jesus (the Son), he must also 
love God (the Father). Jesus is 
the begotten; He is the begotten 
of the Father; therefore if one 
love God, he ought to have 
evidence by loving His Son. One 
show that he love God by loving 
the children of God, and keeping 
His commandment. One show 
his love for God by keeping His 
commandments, and His 
commandments are not grevious. 
Jesus gave us two 
commandments, but Moses gave 
the children of Israel some say 
ten commandments, but he gave 
them more than that. Now the 
ten commandments which Moses 
gave is called a decalogue, 
meaning ten 
statutes. Some of those ten 
commandments the children of 
Israel did not keep because they 
thought those commandments 
to be grievous. Jesus’ 
commandments are not grievous. 
That is, they are not difficult to

follow. The reason is given in 
Phil. 4:13 and Matt. 11:30. It is 
the way of the *ransgressor, or 
evil doer, who insist on going his 


own way, that is hard (Proverbs - 


13:15). 


For whatsoever is born of God 
overcometh the world; and this 
is the victory that overcometh 
the world, even our faith. There 
are so many falling by the 
wayside saying they can not 
make it, but there is no reason 
why all can not make it, unless 
God’s love ‘is left out. You see, 
faith is of utmost importance in 
order to get the victory. In many 
places, NOW faith (faith right 
now), is not taught. Some say do 
the best you can and the Lord, 
he knows. Well He certainly does 
know-He knows what he said. 


Who is he that overcometh the 

world, but he that believeth that 

Jesus is the Son of God? Now 
there are certain people who call 

themselves ‘‘Jesus only.” 

because they believe they say, 

that Jesus is all, that is they do 

not believe that Jesus has a 

Father, but that Jesus is his own 

father. Now, how can one be his 

own father? It was said of 
Nimrod, who was a mighty 

hunter in the land of Shinar, in 

his day, by means and ways, 

became his own father, by 

marrying his own mother. It is 
said that she wanted to be 

queen, but the only way that she 

could be called the queen 
officially was to marry her son. 
So that made Nimrod his own 
father-step-father that is. But 
Jesus was not a step-son, he was 
the only begotten Son of the 
Father. Jesus could not have 
been rightly called the Son of 
God, had He not been. the 
begotten of God. Some of those 
same certain people-would have 
us to believe that the Bible 
upholds Jesus only (St. 
Matthew 17:8): Yet anyone who 
would rightly divide the word of 
God, can understand that the 
reference here, meant that Jesus 
was there only, that is, Moses 
and Elias were no longer present 
with him. 


For an account of the Father of 
Jesus, let’s read: ““For whosoever 
shall do the will of my Father 
which is in heaven, the same 
(whosoever) is my brother, and 
sister, and mother.” St. Matthew 
12:50. Jesus is now seated at the 
right hand of the throne of God. 
Hebrew 12:2.’’ He that believeth 
on the Son of God hath the 
witness (Holy Ghost) in himself: 
he that believeth not God hath 
made him (God) a liar; because 
he believeth not the record that 
God gave of his Son. And this is 
the record, that God hath given 
to us eternal life, and this life is 
in his Son. ‘He that hath the Son 
hath life; and he that hath not 
the Son of God hath not life. 
The name Jesus is given to the 
Son of God. 


Last but not least, I conclude 
that it takes the word of God to 
assure the hope of eternal life 
for a believer’s soul. Remember, 
the moon cannot save you, the 
stars cannot save you, Moses and 
Elijah cannot save you, Martha 


or Mary cannot save you. A 


witness of Jehovah cannot save 
you. John the baptist cannot 
save you, only Jesus the Son of 


God can save you!

(The Pastor 
was assisted by Deacon Parker 
and Elder Woolen). 


Deacon Parker and Elder Woolen 
assisted the Pastor as he 
performed this Heaven-ordained 
act. What an occasion this must 
have been for Elder Woolen as
